Dr. Cook was sentenced to Leav- 


enworth for a term of 14 years and 
nine months on conviction of illegal 
use of the mails in oil promotion 
ventures. 


Cook's sentence also carried a 


fine of $12,000. 
by March 2, 19;

another 30 days under parole and 
then take a pauper's oath to escape 
paying the money.

The 
car was nearly out .of gasoline, he 
said, and when he arrived there he 
drove it along the streets honking 
the horn to attract someone so he 
could get gasoline. 


Jordan halted the car. 
As he got 


in tl •» car, the officer saw a gun Got- 
tier had and grabbed for it, the youth 
said. Gottier said he gave Jordan 
the gun and the officer started to 
search the car for liquor. Gottier told 
police they had an argument and he 
drew another gun and shot Jordan 
in the collarbone. 
• Wounded, Jordan grappled "with 
him, Gottier said, and he shot the of- 
ficer a second time. Jordan toppled 
from the car as Dr. Blumcr and a. 
girl, ran from a nearby hotel. Jordan 
died almost instantly. 


The youth speeded away. 
Two 


hours later he was captured by Depu- 
ty Tom Carber of Albany, "who fol- 
lowed the green car to Footville.

Mrs. 
Hurley Fisk, who was with 


Mrs. DeMaret in their rooms when 
she fell, but was in the bathroom 
of the suite at the time, 
testified 


that the American woman after ten. 
days in London became quite home- 
sick-. 
Mrs. Fisk said she was unable to 


play golf and tennis like she did at 
home, that the food did not argree 
with her, and that "she wanted to 
et back home where she had a 


child of five or six. It was the first 
time she had been away from her 
child and her husband." 
j 
Mrs. Fisk 
evinced considerable 


emotion as she described her last 
hours with Mrs. DeMaret, who was 
preparing to sail home Thursday 
morning, a few hours after she died. 
They went to the hotel about 11 
o'clock p. m. Wednesday she said. 


MRS. FISK LEFT ROOM 


"Mrs. DeMaret had a bath," she 


said, "and was playing solitaire in 
the bedroom when she returned. 
I 


left her writing a note to say thank 
you for some flowers she had re- 
ceived from Mrs. Stiinson. Then I 
went to the bathroom." 


The coroner asked her If she heard 


a crash or if ehp went back Into the 
room not having heard anything. 
Mrs. Fisk, sobbing audibly, replied, 
;I heard a crash while I was in the 
bathroom and then I went back and 
found she was missing. 
She had 


pushed up the window to put the 
flowers on the sill. 


She then explained that Mi*. De- 


Maret was wearing a green 
slip, 


or undergarment, and a bath towel 
over her shoulders, with satin mules, 
or bedroom slippers on her feet. 
They had been in the habit of sitting 
on the radiator and looking out at 
Berkeley square. 
' The "coroner asked if the mules 
would slip off eAily and where they 
were found. ' Mrs. Fisk replied that 
they were cut just across the toe 
and had no backs and were found 
in the bedrooni just inside the win- 
dow.

er drank alcohol and had never

about

Clinics for pre-school age 
children are held at least once a 
month, paid for by the city and 
operated by the city's physicians and 
nurses.

The Detroit manufacturer has made

; For the most part his critics have been 
-reactionaries,. or exploiters. 
Even in 


>the conduct of his own business he has 
r'.been sharply rebuked by industrial 
-| leaders and others. 
But the fact re- 


mains that.Mr. Ford has shown more 
'vision and more sound judgment in the 
'industrial and business world than any 


"• -other man of his time. He has put his 
-'"own business upon a high plane of 
- ethics and has made good. Certainly 


the nation has more confidence in its 
'Henry Fords than men of the type of 


•'•' Harry Sinclair, E. L. Doheny and Col. 
;.:S.tewarr, not to say numerous other 
j -heads of great corporations that have 
£ made a lot of money. 
' 
When, therefore, Mr. Ford says that 


' railroad rates are too high and profits 
too great the assertion compels re- 
spect. It comes from a responsible au- 
. thority on economics, and a man who 


has proved the correctness of advanced 


,, theories in their application to his own 


extensive affairs. 
Mr. Ford may be 


wrong both as to his facts and his con- 
elusions, and yet he occupies a position 
where information is at his disposal 
,and he has the capacity to analyze the 


< information and to form mature opin- 
' ion. 


The railroads have recovered much 


of the 
ground they lost in public 


' confidence when they were misman- 


aged by incapable executives and 
mulcted by unscrupulous 
financiers. 


The average management today is su- 
pcrior to that of 10 or 20 years ago, 
but it has its weaknesses like all other 
enterprises. As for profits, it has ap- 
peared to us the railroads were just 
getting back on their feet after being 
bled white by federal war operation.

", modernizing their properties and 
in 


meeting competition which has already- 


away a large share of their traf- 


fic. 


It is not a difficult 
matter to con- 


vince even without evidence large eco- 
nomic groups in the country that rail 
rates are too high, that they tend to 
impair profits to producers and impose 
an unjust burden on the consumer. 
From the selfish standpoint of their 
own interests the railroads ought to 
keep rates at the lowest possible point 
consistent with good business practice 
and in full recognition of the fact that 
volume has quite as much relation to 
profits as rates. They should be inter- 
ested from selfish motives in keeping 
their properties abreast of the times, in 
meeting all competition to the best of 
their ability and in satisfying the pub- 
lic demand for better service and rea- 
sonable rates. It requires master minds 
and real vision to meet these issues 
successfully. 


Broadly speaking, we believe that 


men of Mr. Ford's type are better qual- 
ified and better fitted to solve great 
problems of economy and industry 
than of any other type with which this 
age is familiar. We think he is sounder 
because he takes the human element 
into consideration in all of his calcula- 
tions, and bases his policies on the 
probability of human reactions. 
He 


does not operate liis business by hard 
and fast formulas. Precedents and past 
customs and practices mean nothing 
to him. He is constantly striking out to 
search for new and more effective mea- 
sures and to set new standards. The 
results of his observations concerning 
the railroads will be of great public 
interest.

MORALS 


President Glenn Frank has for the 


first time made his position known in 
the controversy over student guardian- 
ship at the state university. At a ses- 
sion of the board of regents he denied 
that the university maintains morals 
campus spies, -but he declared em- 
phatically that it would continue to 
supervise the conduct of students. He 
stated that at a future date he would 
present recommendations to the reg- 
ents, intimating a change in the present 
system so that counsel for the healthy 
majority and disciplinary control over 
the unhealthy minority would not 
come from the same source. 


"The University is not generally af- 


flicted with lax morals and a lax policy 
regarding social control," 
the presi- 


dent declared. Asserting the ability of 
youth in the main "to use freedom 
wisely," he added that the "university 
frankly assumes the responsibility of 
the parent by proxy to its students. 
Not a parenthood of snoops and auto- 
cratic authority, but a parenthood of 
comradeship and counsel to the heal- 
thy majority, and with respect to the 
unhealthy minority a parenthood that 
shields the home from 
invasion by 


moral weaklings and by visitors un- 
worthy of the confidence and freedom 
of the home." 


Dr. Frank deprecated the letter writ- 


ten by Prof. William Ellery Leonard 
criticizing the acts 
and policies of 


Dean Scott H. Goodnight. He denied 
Prof. Leonard's charges that students 
were dogged with snooping tactics, 
and stated that the publicity stimulat- 
ed by the Leonard letter has "in net 
result, confused rather than clarified 
the problem of moral leadership and 
social control, for which, rightly or 
wrongly, the public expects its univer- 
sities to assume definite corporate re- 
sponsibility." 


The public will approve Dr. Frank's 


statement and his attitude, the cor- 
rectness of which is self-evident. While 
taking account of modern standards 
and altered social conventions it nev- 
ertheless rests upon solid moral prin- 
ciples. University administration is not 
going to be disrupted by the freakish 
conceptions of extremists like Prof. 
Leonard, who is rightly rebuked by 
the president for his unfortunate and 
astonishing letter in

American nurscrvmaii and nlant breeder, was 
born on a farm at Lancaster. Mass.

bank boucrht a 17-acre farm near his home and 
began his life -^ork of plant breeding. 


At the asro of 23 he developed the Burbank 


potato, which is now an important standard var- 
iety of the Pacific coast rearion.

Head of Chicago Exchange 


Depends on Loyalty of 
Producers 


Chicago—MO—The National rave- 


stock Marketing association recently 
proposed-by the federal farm board, 
"will never work out" Charles Wil- 
son, president of the Chicago Live- 
stock exchange, declared today. 


"But If it did work out," Wilson 


added, "it would put us commission 
men, who represent the historical 
marketing system upon which 
the 


present livestock market has been 
built, completely out of business." 


Loyalty of the livestock producers 


of the middle west to the commission 
men who have rendered them per- 
sonal service, will be the greatest 
barrier in the farm board's progress, 
Wilson said. 


"We believe we have represented 
the farmer well enough In the past 
and sold his pigs and his cattle and 
his sheep for him to such an ad- 
vantage that he isn't going to be 
weaned away by anybody who comes 
along-the road and blows a horn," 
Wilson declared. "Thousands of the 
greatest livestock producers have 
been goad customers of ours for 
many years and still are." 


OPENS FUTURES BIARKET 


Wilson is one of the deans of the 


Chicago livestock commission busi- 
ness. As president of the livestock 
Exchange he opened, on last Satur- 
day, the first organized livestock fu- 
tures market 'n the world. 


There are other reasons why he 


believes the farm board's plan is 
destined to fail. 
"The board 
ad- 
mits," he said, "that it will be necea- 
sary to sign up the existing co-6ber- 
ative agencies at the leading live- 
stock markets and to persuade them 
to merge under one organization, if 
the plan is to be worked, out. -We 
don't believe this Is possible. 
" The 


competition between these coopera- 
tives, with their foundations 
out 


through the farm belt, is keen." 


The policy of the packers during 


the last few years, of buying their 
own livestock direct from the 
pro- 


ducers, has grown, also Wilson' point- 
ed out, until last year the packers 
bought directly 40 per cent of the 
hogs sold on the Chicago market. 
This, he said, has been hard on the 
commission men. "A further blow 
would destroy us," he-said. 


"Xo grading system," he declared,, 
"that any governmental agency can 
set up on paper can ever supplant 
the personal experience and Judg- 
ment of our system. Cattle, especial- 
ly, admit of such wide variations and 
shades of quality that the proposal 
of the farm board to fix a paper 
standard of grades which would be 
understood by everybody, is prepos- 
terous."

money, are now putting the farms 
of the'country on a cash instead of 
a credit basis. This was shoTvn by 
reports today from sections of the 
middle west which indicated a de- 
cline in credit purchases and a cor- 
responding gain in cash sales by ie- 
tail merchants in the agricultural 
districts. 
Men engaged in the food produc- 


tion of the nation declare that the 
produce end of farming is revolution- 
izing the agricultural industry and 
packing house business. The larg 
est of the packing concerns now has 
over a hundred 
produce stations 


bcattered 
throughout the middle 


west where poultry, eggs, milk and 
cream are purchased for cash from 
producers. 
This trend is still further indicat- 


ed by a report made available today 
by one of the big packers which 
shows that with, the slaughter of 
nearly 17,000,000 animals last year, 
the concern did not make a cent. 
From 
by-products however, and 


from produce, the 
revenues were 


sufficient to pay 8 per cent divi- 
dends on the capitalization. 


Instead of the haphazard market- 


ing of dairy products, the farmers 
ofv the middle west, and 
even of 


range state such, as Texas, are mar- 
keting their eggs twice a week for 
cash, separating their cream from 
their milk and selling the cream 
twice a week for cash, and feeding 
the ekimmed milk to hogs, chickens 
and other animals, which are mar- 
ked at slightly longer periods—but 
all for cash. 


All this has made a marked dif- 


ference in purchasing by the farm- 
ers. Instead of having to be carried 
on a credit basis for 11 months of 
the year, the faimer la now paying 
cash for what he bujs. This has 
developed new buying centers "Where 
the markets for dairy products have 
centered. Development of roads and 
the use of the 
automobile 
have 


helped this trend. 


The increased production of but- 


terfat, which attained a tremendous 
\olume In 1929, has temporarily In- 
jured the statistical position of dairy 
pioducts. This is especially so in 
the case of cheese and butter. As a 
lesult the condenser and evaporator 
and the cheese and butter producer 
are heavily overstocked. 


Farmers are being urged to cull 


their dairy herds sharply. In other 
words, they are being instructed to 
"junk" their least productive- anc 
least efficient cowe, with the assur 
ance that if they will do so thej 
will bet a,s much for the butterfal 
produced by the smaller herds, as 
they now receive for heavy produc 
tion.

Lawns Need Fertilizer 


To Secure Best Results 


Golf clubs have bcoujrht a welcome 


jlft to sarden makers in scientific 
nformation on lawn growing, which 
has been developed by an organiza- 
tion of greens committees In cooper- 
ation with the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Lawns need fertilization much of- 


tener than is the Usual practice and 
they need all elements of plant food 
in liberal quantities. But there is one 
element which they need more than 
others—that is nitrogen. 
Nitrogen 


stimulates leaf growth and grass is 
all leaves. 


It has been learned by experience, 


however, that a lawn which is fed 
nitrogen alone 
becomes rank and 


soft and is an easy prey to fungous 
disease. When a balanced fertilizer 
containing phosphorus and potash as 
well as nitrogen 
is fed, 
healthier 


grcmth results. And it is a general 
rule in fertilization that where a bal- 
anced ration is used, more fertilizer 
can be applied with good effect. An 
unbalanced diet gives plants indiges- 
tion. 


So lawns should be given a bal- 


anced fertilizer of the modern quick- 
ly soluble mineral type at least once 
a jear; and they should be given oc- 
casional applications of nitrogen in 
addition. 


Tht U. S. Department of Agricul- 


ture recommends as the medium for 
applying this nitrogen the use of sul- 
phate of ammonia. The reason for 
this recommendation is that experi- 
ence has sbcnsn that sulphate of am- 


monia regularly used 
discourages 


weeds. After three years' use of it 
on golf fairways, 
dandelions have 


been known to disappear. The quan- 
tity of sulphate of ammonia to use 
is a total of 23 Ibs per 1,000 square 
feet, and this should be applied iA 
five doses through the year. 
It Is 


best to dissolve it In water and sprin- 
kle the lawn with the solution. Si- 
phon pumps can be obtained which 
•will mix the solution with the water, 
•which is used to Irrigate the lawn 
and this is the ideal method.
